1 Usury and all other forms of profit- 
I taking must be stopped before the 
Socialista or anybody else will be 
able to obey the injunction. “Thou 
thalt not steal.*** 

Profit is something which some¬ 
body gets without having worked 
for it. 

Let me define profit a little more 
clearly; Profit begins after all the 
necessary expenses of production 
have been met. This includes the 
cost of raw materia! and wages of 
labor; where th* employer works he 
is also entitled to compensation for 
the useful work he performs. 

If all the workers were paid in pro¬ 
portion to the value of their product 
there would be nc profit, except by 
placing an artificial price upon the 
I product above the natural price'based 
on supply and demand 
I But the workers jre not paid in 
■ proportion to the value of their pro- 
I duct. They are paid wages which 
;are determined by the condition of 
:he labor market. This enables their 
I employers to retain all of their pro-

Socialirts define all profits as usury, 
in accordance with the ancient mean¬ 
ing of the word. 

Pope Leo XIII. in his encyclical 
letter on “The Condition of Labor,” 
said, “to make profit out of the need 
of another is condemned by all laws, 
human and divine.** 

And again: "Public institutions and 
I (he laws have repudiated the ancient 
I religion.

In feet the greatest portion of sll our railroads have been built i that 
way. There are very few biieiscts enterprises thst do not dp business with 
other people's money end pay irtereat on such money. 

Many of the enterprises that s municipality enters upon could not be 
undertaken if it could not do so through tbe issuance of bonds.

The platforms of the two old ixriitical partiea proclaimed 
fidelity to the demands of the working class of the state, but 
when the successful candidates of the two old political parties 
met in legislative session, platforms and pledges were forgot¬ 
ten bj’ a majority of these legislators, and by failing to carry 
out their promises to the working class of the state, assisted 
to make more formidable the oligarchy, that respects no law 
that impairs the power of corporated might. 

The activity of the capitalist class of the state in the 1911 
session of the Wisconsin legislature verifies tbe fact that it 
firmly believes that the day ig far distant, when the people will 
awake from their sleep, and, feeling secured, they Iwve become 
bolder in their dastardly and infamcnit conspiracies and 
schemes, that are aimed to destroy human rights and enthrone 
tyranny.
